Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and 
a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 .

State of the Claims 

Upon review of the present claims, it was determined that Applicants are now 
attempting to claim combinations of species in a fashion that does not have original 
support, are not enabled and are not shown in any of the present drawings (see the 
claim amendments filed October 25, 2004). In particular, claims 10-14 combine species 
in a manner not originally contemplated by Applicants and are not enabled by the 
present specification. Similarly, claims 25-28 disclose an invention that was not 
originally disclosed in that it claims that the spacers are between the shoulder and the 
stem instead between the shoulder and the femoral head. For this reason, Applicants 
are respectfully requested to review the claims and determine if these issues can be 
resolved via claim amendments before the application is acted upon again.
